shadow of the earth as it appears when 
the moon is eclipsed, but not many 
know that they can see the shadow at 
less rare Intervals much n earer home. 
All th at is necessary is a clear sky 
at sunrise or sunset, for then the 
shadow falls upon the dust of our at­ 
mosphere in a most noticeable and 
striking manner. 
If you look eastw ard as the sun 
sinks behind the western horizon, a 
broad band of red seems to ap p ear op­ 
posite the sun. It merges into a yellow 
glow above, and that in turn blends 
Into the blue of the zenith. 
A*- the red 
bund rises, the under side 9t It fades 
into a dull slute gray, the um bra of 
the shadow. T he observation obtained 
from a position that gives a clear 
sweep of the horizon discloses the 
form of the shadow band as an arch, 
the crest of which is directly opposite 
the sun. 
The more depressed the sun 
is beneath the horizon, the higher the 
arch towers tow ard the zenith. 
As it 
rises it becomes less perceptible, until 
the red band th a t borders it on top 
spreads overhead In a rath e r weak 
glow.

May 
13.—Although 
Ohio’s maple sugar and maple sirup 
crop was much smaller this year than 
IO years ago, its vjp u e will be ap­ 
proximately double' that of the crop 
in 1909, according to a report issued 
today by J. L. Cochrun of the joint 
United States and the State Crop Re­ 
porting Service. 
Smallness of this year’s crop was 
attributed to the shortness 
of

season, caused by the mild weather, 
and to the shortage of labor. 
The report shows that Ohio ranks 
third in the production of maple su- 
I gar and sirup. 
Vermont leads, with 
I New York second. 
The number of trees tapped 
in 
Ohio this year was 2,378,000, the re- 
; port estimates, with a production of 
199,750 pounds of sugar and 807,300 
gallons of sirup.
